‘WHEN TUG FOUNDER 


; Survivors Picked Up by Coast 


Guard Ship After Wreck 
Off Oregon Coast. 


The four survivors of the tug Tyee, 
which was wrecked yesterday in a 
stormy sea off Tillamook Bar, lay 
in a hospital here today, bruised 
and exhausted but not seriously 
injured. 

Watch was kept on the coast for 


the bodies of two of the tug’s crew 
who perished three hours before 
the Coast Guard cutter Onondaga 
came to the rescue. 

The survivors are Capt. Hillary 
Hubble, Chief Engineer Neil Logue, 
Assistant Engineer George Thor- 
burg and Mate Evan Campbell, all 
of Hoquiam, Wash. 

They told the Coast Guard that 
John Henderson, deckhand, and 
Julius Long, cook, also of Hoquiam, 
became exhausted after nearly 
three hours and drowned. 

The men were picked up by the 
Onondaga as they drifted helpless- 
ly in a 35-foot work boat about six 
miles north of where the Tyee went 
down. The small boat was awash 
when sighted by the cutter. It had 
been capsized several times by tow- 
ering breakers but was kept afloat 
by its air tanks. 

When the Onondaga went to the
